In Black Fog of Attu 


By HOWARD HANDLEMAN. 

HOLTZ BAY, Attu Island, The Aleutians, May 20.— 
(Delayed)—(INS)—There are sights and sounds of battle 
which will never be stamped from mind, sights and sounds 
of valor, of anguish, of misery and of heroism. 

There was the pathos of the aid station in the damp, black 
y morning. The doctors and the corpsmen were worn 
sleeping. This night was quiet, there were few casual- 
ies to care for. The Medical Corps, with nothing to do, 
ried desperately to catch up on a little sleep so as to be 
better prepared for whatever came at dawn. 

Out of the black fog a tired, wet soldier emerged. I was 
ading near the station because the night was too cold for 
to sleep. Others were standing near their foxholes, 
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ALL OUT FOR ATTU—Landing barges swing off a 
transport as U. S. troops, screened by heavy fog, begin 
their invasion of the Alaskan island of Attu. 
quietly beating their hands and stamping their feet, pray- 
ing for the light of dawn to hurry. 
-The soldier from the fog asked for a doctor. I led him 
to the aid station, where no one was awake. 


“I’ve got a buddy with a bullet in his lung,” the soldierg| for 


explained as he started awakening each of the sleeping 
figures hurriedly. He sounded as though he was apologizing 
to me for awakening the men he knew needed sleep. 

Finally he found the doctor and led him a few feet off 
to the litter on which four men had brought back the 
wounded man. The four men watched the doctor start to 
work and then silently, without a single word, disappeared 
in the fog. back toward the ridge which was the front this 
mooning 

Then there was a captain whose father was an Army 
sergeant and whose whole background was Army. This 
was his first war and he was hit in the hand and hip with 
shrapnel the first day, when his company was trapped in a 
scully for hours. He was shocked a little, too, and cold 
throuch and through. 

He left the hospital as soon as he could, and made the 
terrible, long walk back toward the front lines, over moun- 
tains and marshes and slippery little rivers.

German Lines 


Pushed Back 
Mile and Half 


LONDON, Friday, May 28.—(”) 
The Red army hurled 150,000 men 
and hundreds of guns, planes and 
tanks against Germany’s Kuban 
lines yesterday, temporarily 
cracking them in a swaying bat- 
tle that still is going on, the Ber- 
lin radio announced early today. 

The Russians forced the Ger- 
mans back almost a mile and a 
half over a front several mules 
wide before a “mighty counter- 
thrust” succeeded in ironing out 
“all breaches” by nightfall, said 
a transocean broadcast recorded 
by the Associated Press. 

The Germans claimed the de- 
struction of 61 Soviet tanks, in- 
cluding several 52-ton monsters. 
and 71 planes in checking what 
was called a Russian drive aimed 
at reaching the Kerch strait op- 
posite the Crimea “at any cost.” 


Moscow Reports. 

Moscow was silert except to 
admit there was fighting in the 
area, while the Germans broadcast 
lengthy versions of the tremen- 
dous Soviet offensive aimed at 
obliterating the German Caucasian 
bridgehead. 

Berlin said the Russians were 
employing ten divisions, at least 
170 tanks, 200 planes, and strong 
artillery forces which laid down 
a thunderous barrage early yes- 
terday. It was this barrage which

Cape Girardeau, Mo., vestegday as 
its history-making flood crest 
surged downstream.

With the crest yet to come, the 
choked-up river jumped to a stage 
of 42.3 feet at Cape Girardeau, 
topping the 1844 record of 42.19 
feet.

Army Syrettes 


Tiny Hypodermic Nee- 
dles Save Soldiers 
From Battle Shock. 


The syrette, a miniature hypo- 
dermic syringe designed for use 
in protecting American boys 
from the sometimes fatal shock 


of battle wounds, was exhibited 
here yesterday by Reau Kemp 
and A. Elwell Crissey, of the War 
Production Board’s tinned scrap 
section, who emphasized salvag- 
ing of tin cans furnished vital 
material for the tubular lifesaver. 

Kemp, who is field deputy of 
general salvage, and Crissey, who 
is deputy chief of the tin scrap 
section, of Washington, demon- 
strated the use of the new piece 
of soldier’s equipment at a base 
hospital, although the syrettes are 
not provided hospitals, being re- 
served for soldiers going into 
battle. They are in Atlanta to 
organize a new tin scrap salvage 
drive. 

Made of Pure Tin. 

The syrette contains one dose 
of morphine and resembles a 
small toothpaste tube. It is made 
of pure tin. 

All soldiers and marines in ac- 
tion overseas are now carrying 
the syrette in their first aid kit, 
and the operation of applying the 
drug is simple. Even though he 
might be seriously wounded, it is 
but a matter of a few seconds 
for the fighting man to remove 
the syrette from his kit, snap off 
the plastic covering to expose a 
sterilized needle, and then inject 
the pain-killing morphine into his 
blood stream. 

Relief From Shock. 

Perhaps the greatest value of 
the new equipment is the relief 
it brings from shock. Battle ex- 
perience has proved that some- 
times a fighting man may die 
from shock, although the wound 
without the shock might not 
necessarily prove fatal. 

And the importance of the tin 
acrap salvage campaign enters 
the picture, Crissey said, because 
the syrettes are manufactured 
from chemical tin only, and tin 
cans are an important source of 
this type of metal. 

Two cans will furnish approx- 
imately enough tin for the manu- 
facture of one syrette, Crissey 
explained.

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Not the Rank and File 

The reported return of striking rubber 
workers to their posts in vital war factories, 
following a message by President Roosevelt 
urging abandonment of the strikes, offers add- 
ed evidence to the belief, now general in the 
country, that a majority of the strikés which 
have plagued the nation at war do not originate 
in the wishes of the rank and file of union 
membership, but are called by union leaders. 
Purpose of such strikes, so called, is of course, 
to enhance the power of the leaders and to 
add to the funds in the union treasuries under 
their control. | 

It is noticeable that, in a majority of in- 
stances, after a war plant®strike has been 
called, the union members themselves vote to 
return to work and to leave their grievances 
for settlement to the War Labor Board, at the 
first opportunity given them for independent 
vote. 

Thus at the General Tire & Rubber Com- 
pany plant in Akron, one of four major rubber 
concerns closed by the strike, workers voted 
to return to their jobs at a general membership 
meeting held Wednesday. Similar action by 
the strikers at other plants was reported occur- 
ring the following day. 

Adding substance to the belief it is not the 
majority of workers who approve of these war- 
plant strikes, is a new Gallup poll which asked 
voters whether or not they approve the Con- 
nally-Smith bill, now pending in the house of 
representatives, which would make those 
responsible for strikes in United States-held 
war plants punishable by fine and imprison- 
ment. 

Of the voters generally, 78 per cent of those 
questioned were in favor of the bill. In a special 
poll exclusively among labor union members, 
67 per cent favored the Connally-Smith bill. 

It is thus evident that recurring strikes in 
war industries must be blamed on other in- 
fluences than the wishes of the rank and file 
of union members themselves. That leaves their 
leaders, those with authority to call the workers 
from their jobs, to shoul’er the biame. 

_ Aside from the rank disloyalty shown when 
a war-plant strike is called these union leaders 
ate performing a most serious disservice to 
organized labor itself, in that they are arousing 
public opinion against the movement and lay- 
ing all organized labor open to the condemna- 
tion and distrust of the nation as a whole.

Understandable Indignation 

If reports from Moultrie are correct it is 
understandable that bean growers in that sec- 
tion of Georgia should be incensed. Inability 
to find a market for beans they have grown 
in large quantities under urging to “produce 
food for victory,” is given as the cause of their 
anger. 

If, as stated, the reports give an accurate 
picture of the situation, it is evident there has 
been serious failure somewhere along the line. 
It is absurd for the government, either through 
the Department of Agriculture or any other 
branch, to plead for increased food crops and, 
at the same time, fail to investigate marketing 
facilities for the harvested crops. If there is 
any danger whatsoever of these facilities prov- 
ing inadequate to accept all the foods grown, 
they should be expanded in advance, ready to 
accept and conserve for future consumption 
every pound or every bushel of any crop fit 
for human consumption. 

We have been warned innumerable times 
that Georgia, with other sections of the nation, 
is in danger of serious food shortage due to 
scarcity of farm labor and other war-imposed 
factors. This would be a serious problem under 
the best possible circumstances. If it is aggra- 
vated by spoilage of crops for lack of sufficient 
marketing facilities, the situation passes be- 
yond the realm of the merely serious and 
becomes tragic. 

Always, in the feeding of the people, it has 
been the factor of distribution which has col- 
lapsed. Production, at one end, and consump- 
tion at the other need little, if any, adjust- 
ment. It is distribution’s failures which bring 
about loss through miscalled “over-production,” 
and malnutrition through food scarcity in the 
heavy consumption centers. 

Spoiled crops feed neither our own people 
nor our allies. The proper government authori- 
ties must see to it, before other crops meet the 
crisis. now facing south Georgia beans, that 
adequate means for the saving of all we can 
grow are provided in advance of the harvest 
time.

Wise Treaty 

Ratification of the new Sino-British treaty, 
under the terms of which Britain relinquished 
her extra-territorial and related rights in 
China, marked a milestone along the road of 
mutual co-operation and cordiality between 
two major members of the fighting family 
known as the United Nations.

Signing for their respective governments 
were Sir Horace Seymour, British ambassador 
to China and delegate plenipotentiary of the 
British government, and Dr. K. C. Wu, po- 
litical vice minister in charge of ministerial 
affairs of the ministry of foreign affairs and 
delegate plenipotentiary of the Chinese gov- 
ernment.

WASHINGTON PARADE

BENES’ OPTIMISM WASHINGTON, May 27.—In private 

conversation with government officials 
while a White House guest recently, President Benes, of Czecho- 
slovakia, gave it as his deliberate opinion that Germany will cal- 
lapse “about the end of the third month of next winter.” 

According to these calculations, a cessation 
of hostilities would come by the end of Jan- 
uary or early in February of 1944. 

The Benes statement is the most optimistic 
that has come from any high-ranking Allied 
official. It is interesting not so much from 
this standpoint as it is for the reasons which 
prompted it. 

The Czech President, now an exile from his 
overrun country, bases his conviction on sound 
reasoning gained from close observation of the 
German military machine. As a next-door 
neighbor of Hitler’s, he saw what was going 
on in Germany long before the war broke out. 

Germany will collapse, he insists, not be- 

. cause of any break-up in morale on the home 
front, but because of insoluble equipment problems next winter. 
He points out that Hitler planned for a short war, whereas the 
conflict is now well in its fourth year. 

The end will come with a complete military collapse, he says, 
just as it did in Tunisia. There, it is recalled, the Germans quit 
overnight, with a force of some 200,000 fighting men still intact. 
After the fall of Tunis and Bizerte, they simply folded up, sur- 
rendering by the thousands. 


BROKEN SUPPLY LINES’ Equipment problems similar to 


what President Benes has in 
mind for the Hitlerite armies as a whole attended the distintegra- 
tion of Rommel’s forces in Africa. It is true the Germans still had 
on hand large quantities of guns and tanks and ammunition at the 
time of the Tunisian collapse, but their supply lines had been shat- 
tered by Allied naval and air power and the problem of further 
reinforcements had long been abandoned as hopeless. 

There may be something in Mr. Benes’ appraisal of the situa- 
tion. At least he opens a new field of conjecture, not entirely 
based on hope, which is interesting to consider. 

We do know, as he says, that Hitler planned a short war. He 
probably never dreamed of it being drawn out over four long years. 
Certainly he never anticipated that he would be confronted by three 
powerful enemies like the United States, Britain and Russia for any 
length of time at the same time. When he prodded the Japs into 
attacking us at Pearl Harbor, he had visions of winding up the 
Russian campaign that winter. 


RESOURCES STRAINED But Russia did not fall. Instead 


his equipment resources have been 
taxed to the limit of German capacity to keep up the fight on 
the Soviet front. We know this from his failure to send Rommel 
more supplies in Africa after El Alamein. 

The shortage of equipment angle is further borne out by the 
disappearance of German air power from the skies. For more than 
a year now the all-absorbing mystery among Allied generals is, 
what has become of the German Luftwaffe? It has been in evi- 
dence only on a defensive scale. The few offensive operations that 
have been undertaken against England were more for face-saving 
purposes than any real effect. Germany has been sending -squad- 
rons of 20 and 20 bombers against Britain while the British were 
conducting 1,000-plane raids on the Reich. 


DIDN’T HAVE RESERVES All of this adds up unmistak- 


ably to the conclusion that Ger- 
many did not have anything approaching the reserves in war- 
planes which we were led to believe at the outbreak of the clash. 
If she did not have enough planes to last her through a four-year 
period of intensive warfare, there is no more reason to assume

The Digest article briefly out- 
linese the Typographical Union’s 
history. It was founded in Wash- 
ington, D. C., in 1815. At that 
time the_average age of printers 
at death was 28. Print shops were 
dark and dirty; the air in them 
was foul; the work day was 12 
hours; tuberculosis was an accept- 
ed printers’ ailment. 

By co-operative effort, union 
printers and their employers 
pushed print shops into the fore- 
front of early industrial sanitary 
progress. Nine million dollars of 
union funds went into the Union 
Printers’ Home _ at Colorado 
Springs. 

By 1900, printers were living to 
an average age of 41. By 1910, 
the age at death had been raised 
to 46; by 1920, to 53; by 1930, to 


59, and by 1942, to 64.

Lewis? His 600,000 miners do. Some 


few do so unwillingly and in the attitude of “I-wish-to-God-Johne 
woudn't-do-this,” but they follow. 

We are just now see ng that thousands of men in the rubber 

industry follow him, or rather his methods. 
They ignored the WLB recommendation and 
struck because the board did not grant as 
much increase as they had asked. More than 
50,000 men went out on strike. 

This strike would not have happened had 
not Lewis taken the position ne took with re- 
gard to the WLB. The importance of maine 
taining that agency is emphasized in this pic- 
ture. 

The men are going back to work as of 
yesterday and most of them should be back 
today. 

How many men follow him?

Mr. Lewis delights the cold and the greedy 
in every circle. Wherever an eye is glued to 
the divvy, he strikes an answering chord. 
Some men who denounce him with apoplectic 

rage in club lounges nevertheless inwardly admire the audacity 
which has led him to defy even his government and openly to 
espouse even in wartime the unvarnished philosophy of the divvy, 
and the devil take the hindmost. Wherever today’s profit is the 
prime consideration, let the war and tomorrow take care of them- 
selves; wherever Mr. Roosevelt is hated and reviled: wherever 
there is resentment at sacrifice in the common cause: wherever 
there are heedlessness and ignorance, there are worshippers at 
the shrine of Mr. Lewis. 

The hearts of people who shrink from sacrifice and self-denial 
and will not see their country’s peril go out to Mr. Lewis now 
just as they did before Pearl Harbor, when he tush-tushed the 
lurking danger. These people are a minority, of course, but they 
will not te a diminishing minority, quite the contrary, as long as 
Mr. Lewis continues with impunity to mock.and ignore the federal 
wage authority. By a series of evasions, he has managed to avert 
a showdown and remain the hero of the selfish and the thought- 
less. And if he gets by with what he’s doing, his following will. 
surely increase. 

I do not quite believe the administration appreciates how really 
sick and tired of Mr. Lewis is the nation and its soldiers. 

The President was firm in the rubber strike—saying he was 
shocked that the men should take such a stand. If he would but 
make it exceedingly plain to Mr. Lewis and all those who follow 
him, openly and secretly, that he, too, is sick and tired of such 
tactics, there would be millions to applaud him and follow him. 
Of that we may be sure. 

Only a relatively few of our American millions are cold and 
greedy along with Mr. Lewis. 


LEWIS ESTIMATE In Washington recently I talked with 
some persons who know Mr. Lewis well 


because of rather close association which lasted until Lewis left 
the CIO. This was about the estimate: 

“Lewis is so strange a man it is always difficult to get at the 
real and whole truth in any move he makes. We will never forget 
that for a period in the history of labor he made the greatest con- 
tribution to labor any man has made in this country. During that 
period his virtues were the initiative, courage and energy that he 
gave in leadership. Since that tinre these virtues have become his 
faults, and his complete self-confidence has led him to make great 
mistakes, 

“His besetting sin is his egotism. He thinks for himself and 
When his mind is made up he expects 
complete acceptance on the part of his associates. 

“It never seems to occur to him that he might be wrong or could 
make a mistake. He is very vain and conceited. He does not mind 
criticism from outside forces, the public, the press and that portion 
of labor not associated with him. All that rolls off him. -He might 
a = to rejoice in it. He likes to create fear and dislike among 

is foes. 

“On the other hand, he is acutely sensitive to criticism on the 
part of friends or associates. He expects them to follow him 
without question and without any thoughts of their own. 

“He is, or believes himself to be, sincerely devoted to the cause 
of labor, but he confuses himself with that cause and he regards 
himself as a Messiah. He does not believe he can make mistakes. 

“He regards other men in labor as too weak and he believes in 
demanding what he wants regardless of consequences. 

“Lewis is a Republican who has voted the Democratic ticket 
but three times in his life. That is a guess. He may have voted 
but twice, for Roosevelt in 1932. and 1936. He was for Hoover in 
1928. Some of those who knew him say he has voted Democratic 
only once, in 1936. 

“Many CIO leaders now hate Lewis for his attacks on the 
President, for his isolationism and his fight against preparedness, 
his jeopardizing the whole labor movement by defying the WLB 
and for creating public sentiment against labor.” 

That is about it. It was, I know, a sincere estimate.

A Little Hardship Defeats Men 


Who Think Only of Their 
Own Welfare 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


A government bulletin concerning absenteeism lists 50 reasons 
for it, including fatigue, lack of safety measures, bad housing, 
rationing of food and lack of health facilities. Men lay off and 
stay at home because the job isn’t pleasant. 

The situation might improve if workers could be persuaded to 
read the Geographic’s story of the rebuilding of Russia. The story 
of one steel mill in Siberia would be enough. 

Stalin evidently saw far ahead. To build a new Russia and 
make it safe, he had to do what America has done since Pearl 
Harbor—that is, do 10 years’ work in each 12 months. 

Having no credit, he traded the nation’s food supply for tools 
and machines, and imported American engineers to teach Russians 
how to use them. 

The location of the steel mills was dictated by caution and the 
proximity of raw materials. It was a farming and grazing region 
that had made no progress in 1,000 years. 

Labor was plentiful, but incredibly green. Thousands of sturdy 
farm boys and girls could neither read nor write. They had never 
seen a train or a machine. Many had never seen a wrench or used 
a hammer—except a rock. They ruined many costly machines in 
a few minutes. 

There was no time to build decent houses. Workers lived in 
tents or flimsy barracks. There was no sanitation; no entertain- 
ment. Accidents were many; nothing worked right; things broke 
down and had to be rebuilt. 

When winter came, with temperatures of 30 and 40 below zero, 
workers wrapped their heads to keep their ears and cheeks from 
freezing and kept going. Many fell from ice-covered scaffolds. 
Food trains stalled in snowdrifts, and for weeks there was no food 
but dried fish and bread and little of it. 

Yet nobody whined. The young peasants went to schoo] at 
night, learned to read, and then learned mechanics, chemistry and 
general science. They learned by doing—the hard way, but effec- 
tive—and in the end they built one of the world’s greatest steel 
mills and a city of 200,000. 

Were they slaves, driven by a dictator? No; they were volun- 
teers. They refused to take their day of rest. They were civilian 
soldiers, consecrated to a vision. They had the spirit of our fight- 
ing men—which many workers have not yet developed.

This seems a sort of incongruous fact, inasmuch as all 
the steam to buy bonds originates around the Treasury 
Department. But it is true. 

Hobart, in a recent editorial, made this comment—

“One sentence particularly struck us with the 
power of a blow—“over 7,000 bowlers bought a bond 
in order that they could enter the tournament.

As we have seen, the evolution 
of the Comintern dates from the 
coming to power of Stalin, when 
it became solely an instrument » 
svert successful war against Rus- 
Sia. 

Stalin's theory was that capital- 
ist-imperialist countries in combl- 
nation would attack Russia. 

He believed that Munich was 
eenfirmation of this. Immediately 
the pacifist activities of the Com- 
intern began in all countries. It 
was Stalin's greatcst concern 
then, to split the “capitalist al 
liance.” even by signing a “pact of 
friendship” with Hitler. In the 
ease Stalin behaved as any shrewd 
nationalist leader would behave, 
hut not as the leader of the Com- 
intern could be expected to b> 
have. The various Communist 
parties in backing this move re- 
vealed themselves as exclusively 
concerned with the welfare of the 
Soviet Union, even at the sacrifice 
of every revolutionary principle of 
their own countries. 


History Took Different Course. 


But history did not develop, 
either according to the pattern of 
Trotsky or Stalin. It burst all pre- 
conceived theories. 

During the first eight months of 

the war Stalin suspected a 
shoney war.” The Russians had 
the same concept as Hitler, that 
with the collapse of France, Brit- 
sin would make a deal with Ger- 
many. So, during this period, 
American Communists were at- 
tempting to keep this country dis- 
armed and out of the war. 

Hess flew to England with the 
mbiect of winning British colla 
boration for war against Russia. 
The speculation of Stalin, as well 

of Hitler. was that Britain 

uld act in the interests of the 
“ruling class.” and not according 
to larger national interests. Both 
were wrong. 

But by this the concept of the 
Comintern was also proved wrong. 
For the Comintern had accepted 
this split between “liberals” and 
“tories” and had tried to exploit 
it But the common British na- 
tional interests prevailed. 

Misestimating Britain, no less 
than Stalin misestimated her, and 
too late to change his plans, Hit- 
ler attacked Russia and a “Tory” 
prime minister immediately ac- 
cepted an alliance with Russia. 

History will prove that this was 
the doom of Hitler. But is was 
aiso the doom of the Comintern. 


German Communist Once Strong. 


For with the attack on Russia, 
othing happened as the Comin- 
tern had planned. The strongest 
Communist party in Europe had 
been the German But German 
workers did not arise to protect 
the Soviet Union, nor did they 
desert in masses on the Russian

It was no 
longer wise for Stalin to ride two 
horses at the same time. 
Furthermore, Stalin has nationa! 
war aims for the Soviet Union. He 
wants his hands free, in the fu- 


‘fure. It makes, for instance, a 
‘difference, whether he looks at 


Germany with the eyes of the So- 
viet Union, as a great power, or 
views it through the eyes of the 
comintern. For the interests of 
the German revolution, and of the 
Soviet power, are not necessarily 
identical. 

Stalin, in contrast to Trotsky at 
Brest-Litovsk, is not going to re- 
linquish any Russian national in- 
terests for the sake of the brother- 
hood of workers all over the 
world. In fact, anyone who sug: 
gests it is a Fifth Columnist and 
gets shot. 

Therefore it is logical that Sta- 
lin should dissolve the comintern. 
The last value that it had for the 
Soviet Union was its nuisance val- 
ue to the world abroad. Probably,
